that 
disarmament can 
be more effectively secured by agree­ 
ment among the great powers. 
There will come 
sneers 
over this 
and the Council’s 
action will be re­ 
ferred to as another League failure. 
In reality, 
it is nothing 
of the soli:. 
The League has done extremely valu­ 
able work on the disarmament ques­ 
tion in the face of enormous obstacles. 
The most serious of these 
were the 
more or less open hostility of the Ad­ 
ministration 
at 
Washington to the 
League as an organization and the re­ 
fusal of the United States to take part 
in the disarmament effort. 
It was 
clear all along that, with the United 
States out of it and with an unfriendly*/ 
feeling at Washington, 
the League’s 
disarmament work could not go be­ 
yond a certain point. When that point 
had been reached, 
further 
progress 
would depend altogether on the action 
of the United States. 
The point has now 
been reached. 
In the meantime the United States has 
started a disarmament 
effort of its 
ow n; and since this country is an ab­ 
solutely essential factor and must be 
a participant in any successful move­ 
ment of the sort, the League di^es the 
wise thing in halting its own move­ 
ment so that its member nations can 
join in the movement started by this 
country. 
If there 
are 
any 
of the 
League’s warm supporters who feel a 
trifle bitter over the course of events, 
they can derive consolation from the 
thought that the new movement must, 
if it is to succeed, 
follow 
to a very 
large extent the lines laid down by the 
old.

FRENCH MEDALS FOR YANKS 


Special Commemorative Emblem to Be

The Americanization of Edward 
Bok is the life of the editor of the 
Ladies Home Journal 
from the 
time of his arrival in America, a 
lonely little Dutch boy, until his 
retirement from 
business a few 
months ago, as one of the 
best 
known editors in this country,

is written 
in such a fascinating 
style that all will 
read it with 
great interest. 
The ordeal of Mark Twain, by 
\ an Wyck Brooks, is primarily a 
psychological study and yet it is 
full of biographical detail and sup- 
j plements the life written by Mr.
